Prance, Sunday, June 16.—In their 
attack on Xivray, on_ the :Toul sector 
today the Germans hoped ,to enter the 
village and carry off a .large number 
of prisoners, but the alertness of the 
American artillery observers com- 
plefely overturned th% enemy plan. 
Examination of the Germans captured 
in the fight disclosed that the enemy 
planned the raid.a week in advance 
and that the 600 special troops who 
took part in it were -rehearsed 'behind 
the German lines. 


The enemy plan was to send for- 


ward a large party without prepara- 
tory artillery fire. 
This party was 


to take up a position near the Amer- 
ican barbed wire and then send up a 
signal rocket for a box barrage to 
cover Xivray village..and the , ap- 
proaching • communication trenches 
•while the heavier artillery was to 
boinbard the villages in the rear. 


American ^artillery observers saw 


a large number of Germans creep- 
ing about in No Man's Land and, 
thinking they composed a large work-, 
ing party, the artillery signalled for 
a barrage. 


The American artillery and ma- 


chine guns went into action imme- 
diately and before the enemy bar- 
rage could get started ,had inflicted 
heavy casualties on the unprotected 
Germans in No Man's Land and 
played havoc with the plans for the 
raid. 


The original enemy plan was for 


the attacking party to .divide into 
three sections and to enter Xivray 
from three different directions. Only 
one section actually reached the- out- 
skirts" of 'the' village but only after 
It had been cut up badly by the 
American barrage 
fire. 
Of these 


only a small group got into Xivray 
•where they were quickly surrounded 
by the Americans and either captured 
or .killed. Eight prisoners, including 
a lieutenant, remained in the Ameri- 
can hands. 


A majority of the American casual- 


ties, which do not include any miss- 
ing, resulted from the German artil- 
lery fire. 


Casualties among French civilians 


occurred when a German shell burst 
neap a church as a procession of vil- 
lagers was emerging 
from mass. 


Many of the French wounded were 
cared for in American hospitals. This 
afternoon, the American 
artillery 


opened a, retaliatory fire against the 
area behind the German lines, while 
the Germans, apparently angered by 
the failure of the raid, bombarded 
villages as far as eight miles behind 
the.Aemerlcan lines. The whole Toul 
sector is now echoing to the heaviest 
gun-fire in many weeks. 


The Germans captured an Ameri- 


can soldier in their attack on Xivray 
today 'but he did not remain a pris- 
oner very long. At the edge of the 
village three Germans came upon -a 
wounded Americans. He was placed 
under .guard of a German private and 
started for the enemy lines. Reach- 
ing a point near the enemy wire en- 
tanglement, the American suddenly 
drew a revolver and forced his sur- 
prised custodian to march back across 
No Man's Land into the American 
lines. 
After turning his prisoner 


over' to fellow-soldiers, the wounded 
man fell unconscious from loss of 
blood:

First infor- 
mation that this vessel had been 
destroyed caime in a Uriel radio dis- 
patch late last night from an Ameri- 
can warship which hap picked up all 
the survivors. 
The <fspatch said the 


vessel had been sunk about 90 miles 
off the coast of Virginia but did not 
say> at what time or in what manner. 


Twenty vessels — 11 sailing craft 


and nine steamers — are now known 
to have been sunk by the raiders. 
Six of these were Norwegian, one 
British, and the remainder, Ameri- 
can.

Several of the American craft in- 


cluding the oil tanker, Herbert L. 
Pratt, have been towed to port.

The dispatch follows: 
"Section B.—Private W. J. Guy- 


ton, who belonged to the American 
troops. operating in the Vosges. was 
killed by machine gun fire on the 
day after his unit entered the line. 
He received the Croix do Guerre as 
the first American to die on German 
soil. 
As the division to which he 


belonged has now been identified 
this information, which was trans- 
jnitted confidentially on May 27, may 
now be published."

June 1O.—Austrian troops which 
forced the 'Piave river have been 
driven back. The fighting along the 
river is most intense.

Rome, Sunday, June 16.—The sit- 


uation on the Italian front .in its 
entirety seems very reassuring, says 
a semi-official note issued tonight. 
It is added that the great battle 
which broke out Saturday has bat 
begun. 
Although having a strength 


of 60. divisions the enemy attacking 
forces have not succeeded in pass- 
ing the Italian advanced area at any 
point. 


Austrian pressure continues very 


strong along the entire front. The 
enemy is concentrating most • power- 
ful and fierce attacks astride the 
Brenta and across, the Piave and it 
is still possible for the fighting line, 
to flow-back wards -or forwards. 
. The.enemy based his enterprise on 
various factors,.to.assure him.a vic- 
tory, says the semi-official note. 
There was a relatively brief but ex- 
tremely violent artillery preparation'' 
with a large number of gas shells. 
This bombardment was for the pur- 
pose of destroying the Italian front 
line and paralyzing the Italian artil- 
lery. 
Then under cover of an arti- 


ficial fog from bombs and smoke ap- 
paratus the enemy in open formation 
advanced to the attack. The enemy 
placed such faith in this preparation 
that he fixed his objectives for the 
first day's fighting more than 15 
kilometers in advance and planned to 
descend from the mountain area and 
also reach the city of Treviso from 
the Piave river. 


The enemy's bombardment 
was 


frustrated .by the 
formidable 
fire 


from the Italian artillery, which de- 
stroyed lines and shelters and made 
full hits on massed troops as well 
as drenched his emplacements with 
gas. 


North of Cekuna an advance group 


of British which had been passed 
and surrounded by the Austrians re- 
sisted' until a counter-attack 
freed 


them and at the same time 'captured 
200 prisoners. Between the Brenta 
and the Piave 959 prisoners 
were 


captured. 


Altogether 
3,000 
prisoners, in- 


cluding 89 officers, were taken by 
the Italians and their .Allies in the 
first day of the struggle, which was 
to have been a great, success. for 
the Austrians, but which resulted in 
a dismal failure. 
' 


It is believed the Austrian general 


attack is a repetition of the enemy's 
manoeuver of last October when he 
took the offensive from Caparelto to 
Monfalcone with the intention of dis- 
guising his main plan of breaking 
through the Alps and forcing the 
Italians to retire in the Bainsizza and 
Carso regions. 
Now the enemy's 


feint apparently is intended to con- 
ceal the development of a plan long 
cherished by Field Marshal Conrad 
von Koetzendorf to break through 
from the high Asiago plateau to the 
Venetian plain, their compelling the 
Italian army along the Piave to re- 
tire in order to avoid being caught 
by an outflanking movement. 


The Italian troops and their allies 


are holding the enemy strongly, ten- 
aciously resisting him in the new of- 
fensive and making repeated counter- 
attacks, said Premier Orlando in a 
statement tonight in the chamber of 
deputies. 


"During the day the enemy by a 


strong reaction hindered the counter- 
offensive pressure of our troops and 
those of our allies on the Asiago pla- 
teau and in the Monte Grappa re- 
gion," said the premier. "The Aus- 
trians also attacked violently all 
along the Piave. Our troops by ten- 
acious reistance an<5 repeated count- 
er-attacks are strongly holding the 
enemy. The struggle is most bitter 
on the eastern soples of Montello and 
in the west of Sandona dl Plave."

So far German troops are reported 
only in other sectors of the mountain 
front, but it is not improbable that 
they will be dispatched to aid the 
Anstrians if they can oe spared along 
the French front. 
Furious fighting 


Is said to t>e continuing and it is 
probable that harder blows win be 
launched by the enemy. 
The fact, 


however, that the first on-set did not 
result in a virtual debacle such as en- 
sued when the Germans and Aus- 
trians attacked along the Isonzo last 
October, speaks volumes for the Ital- 
ian morale, and late reports gives 
reason for belief that the blow at 
Italy is not being launched with force ] 
that was characterized in the offen-, 
sive of the Germans in France dur- i 
ing the last three months. 


Premier Radoslavoff of Bulgaria, 


has tendered the resignation of his 
cabinet, which has been accepted. 
This results from criticism of Rados- 1 
lavoff resulting from some features 
of the treaty of peace forced upon 
Rumania.

Italian, French and British troops i 


have met the shock of the Austrian 
offensive along a 100-mile front in 
northern Italy and the enemy is be- 
ing pushed back where he is not be- 
ing held in check. 
Violent battles 


continue in the mountains from Lake 
Garda to the Piave and southward 
along the Piave, but at no place has 
the enemy broken through the Al- 
lied defense. 


The full froce of the 
Austrian 


blow in the mountain region drove 
the defenders of the Venetian plains 
back to their third line, but there 
the Italians held and by successive 
counter-attacks have re-occupied im- 
portant positions on the Asiago pla- 
teau and have recaptured mountain 
heights along the Brenta. 
Around 


Montello height, where the 
battle 


line turns toward the Adriatic, the 
British have completely established 
their line and maintained it against 
vicious enemy blows. 


Between the Brenta and the Piave 


the Austrians apparently have gained 
a strong foothold on the 
western 


slopes of Monte Grappa, one of the 
key positions protecting the plains 
around Bassano. 


East and west of Monte Grappa, 


however, the Italians 
and 
Allied 


troops hold the enemy in check. Al- 
though they were able to cross the 
Piave at two points, just south of 
Montello and northeast of Venice, 
the enemy has been 
checked 
in 


strong efforts to enlarge his gains 
and the Italians have begun to drive 
him back toward the river. 
West 


and northwest of Lake Garda there 
has been only local activity, with 
Vienna claiming some local successes 
near Riva, at the head of the lake. 


In two days of fighting Vienna 


claims the capture of 10,000 prison- 
ers along the Piave and COO in the 
mountain region. 
Fifty guns were 


taken along the river front. In their 
counter-attacks, 
begun 
Saturday 


night, tlic Italians already have cap- 
tured 3.000 of the enemy. 


The enemy's plan apparently was 


to strike a heavy blow on the north 
and on the east at the same mo- 
ment in the hope that one of the 
fronts large forces could be thrown 
on the Venetian plains between Bas- 
sano and Treviso. Although carried, 
out in great force and with heavy 
bombardments the Austrian effort 
seemingly has fallen short of its pur- 
pose of shattering the Italian front 
and rolling it bark toward the Adige 


On the front in France the fight- 


ing activity has been limited to local 
German attacks at isolated points. 
Against the French along the Matz 
river the enemy Tailed. 
The same 


result, attended a strong effort 
to 


penetrate the American lines at X5- 
yray, east of St MihJcl. The Amer- 
ican artillery fire broke up the en- 
emy attack with heavy losses and 
only a small force reached Xivray. 
where H was wiped out by the Amer- 
icans. 
An attempt to raid the new 


American sector in Alsace Sunday 
was broken up by machine gun and 
rifle fire. 


The Lys salient in Flanders 5s tie- 


ing subjected to a heavy German ar- 
tillery fire. 
The enemy Js paying 


special attention to the front south- 
west of Yprcs, east of Dickefnasch 
lake and to the western part of thf 
southern leg of the salient where 
the Brtish recently carried out

WAS LAID BY ELKS 


The cornerstone of reconstruction 


base hospital. No. 1, the first of its 
kind in the United States, and the 
gift to the government by the Benev- 
olent and Protective Order of Elks, 
was laid Saturday in the presence of 
a distinguished assembly of citizens. 
Representatives of the nation, state 
and city, with eminent men of the 
medical profession and thousands of 
Elks and prominent citizens from all 
parts of the east,, participated in the 
ceremony on Parker Hill. 


TThis first reconstruction hospital, 


for which the Newark Elks contribut- 
ed liberally, which will serve as the 
model, the standard-maker for sim- 
ilar ones to ba established through- 
out the United States, will give the • 
maimed and disabled American sol- 
diers and sailors the best of expert 
attention and occupational instruc- 
tion. 
It will rebuild human wrek- 


age into able-bodied men and "will 
educate them in occupations which 
will best qualify them not to become 
a burden to society. The aim of the 
hospital in brief may be said to be 
to minimize the sufferings and dis- 
abilities caused by the war and to 
prevent the community from an un- 
due number of crippled citizens. 


The government through the sur- 


geon general's department in Novem- 
ber last accepted the reconstruction 
hospital plans as a gift from the 
Elks. 
The Elks "war relief commis- 


sion is building the reconstruction 
hospital at a cost of $250,000, the 
money being taken from the Elks 
11,000,000 war relief fund, voted b-y 
the Elks 1917 convention. The hos- 
pital will be ready to receive the 
wounded American soldiers aad sail- 
ors in the early "September. 


The laying of the cornerstone was 


under the direction of grand lodge 
officers of the Elks. The department 
of the secretary of var and the sur- 
geon general were formerly represn- 
ed. 
Hs excellency, Samuel W. Mc- 


Call, governor of Massachusetts, ex- 
tended the greetings of the common- 
wealth, and the Hon.
